GENTLEMEN:-Tiio very great lavor witii which 
my proposal to hei oino a eaiulidato for the re 
presentation of Vancouver District in the House ot 
Commons has been received, although Just on the eve 
of an election, and the satisfaction manifested by my 
numerous friends from Sookc to Comox, Induce liio to 
add my name to the niiuibur already soliciting your 
suffrages. 

Several years have elapsed since I contested and 
nearly carried the seat for which 1 am again an aspi. 
rant. Tlicn I was conijiarativel.v unknown and a 
stranger to many in tlie District. 'I'loiu 1872 to the 
))re«ent time the exercise of niy duties as Superinten- 
dent ot Education Ims hrouirlit me into personal con- 
tact with most of the electors. I trust tliat nearly 
seven years' educational \vork ha^^ secured for me 
such a reputation as will induce you to hclicvo tliat it 
chosen as your representative at'Ott.awa 1 shall carry 
the same honesty of puri)Ose, industry ami energy into 
the political arena that my many friends in every jiart 
of the Province give me the credit of having shown 
in tho establishment and conduct of our school 
system. 

Experience and observation havo only confirmed me 
In tlio jiolitlcal opinions which I had tho honor to 
enunciate when prosecuting my canvass in the early 
days of Confederation. Wo have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by a change in the (iovernment a 
Ottawa. 1 need liardly announce, therefore, that 
am Btiil faithful in my allegiance to the party of which 
Sir John A. .Macdon.ald is tlie leader. At the baiiic 
time.

proper quarter. 

No time will he lost in prosecuting a personal can- 
vass throughout the district and whenever practicable 
public meetings will bo held, which will enable inc to 
enter more Into detail on tlie above-mentioned sub- 
jects, and touch upon others that cannot bo discusr.ed 
In the space usually allotted to an address of this des- 
cription.

District at the ensuing election for the House 
ot Commons, 1 may be pennittcd to explain my views 
on the leading questions allectinsr tills Province. 

1st — I believe that while wo haveagtievanee against 
the Government of Canada for the non-fulfllmeiit ot 
Terms ol Union, It would be highly injudicious on the 
partot tho representatives from this Province to fonii 
a positive adhesion to either ot the great political par- 
tics into which the Eastern Provinces are divided tor 
the following reasons; 1st, because many of the ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
2iul, because neltiier our people nor representatives 
can feel that interest in their polities winch we other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorahly endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligations which she vol- 
untarily incurred when wo entered tho Union. Enter- 
taining tills view, I sliall, if elected, accord to tho 
Govcrmnent of the day a hearty support slioidd their 
policy and actions indicate an Immcdiato active, en- 
ergetic coiiimcnccmciit and continuoiis construction 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway through British Col- 
umbia. 

Should Sir John A. Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel hound, it elected, to render him 
a heartv siiiiiiort in order that ho may iiave a real op- 
portuinty of carrying out the grand scheme of a trans- 
continental railway across our own terrltorv, and 
wiiich Wius provided for in the Temis ot Union which 
ills Govcrniiicnt negotiated with this Pro\'ince. 

Under tho Tenns of Union certain Orders in Ci>uncil 
were passed by tliC Clovernnient of the Dominion de- 
claring Esquinialt to bo the terminus ot the Canadian 
Poeiflo ItoIIway, and a Rescr\-atl($n of the Publio Lands 
from Esquimalt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20-mIlo holt. W MajipIicd for by the Dominion Govern- 
ment and received by them from th? Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Kailw.ay to all intents and imrposcfl. 

The Agricultural, Coal Mining and other interests 
would be promoted by the constnietion of tlie island 
section as part ot the Pacific llaiiw.ay — tho immediate 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
life tho entire section traversed. Farm products would 
find a ready market, labor of all kinds would be in de- 
mand, and as a consequence business would revive 
throughout the Province and confidence would- again 
bo restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Esquimalt as the terminus ot the 
Hallway on account ot engineering liifliculties, 1 would 
insist on an equitable indemnity for the whole line 
from Esquinialt to Seymour Narrows, as being justly 
duo to Vancouver Island tor the serious loss wliicli we 
have sustained from the public lands between those 
two points having been locked up tyr such a lengthen- 
ed period troni iire-euiptlon, HCttioment and develop- 
ment. 

I would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
communication throughout tbo District and Province 
generally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain dircut mall communication between Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Telegi-aphle communication 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and tho other large ship- 
ping port of llurrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question 1 entirely dis- 
agree with those who think th.at a variety ot interests 
must necessarily' conflict with eaeli other. On tliccon- 
trary, I nialnUiin that the greater tho number of in- 
terests we have in this district actu.ally .at work 
developing our varied resources tho more" certain are 
wc of progression. I believe, tiicrelore, that the tariff 
can bo so readjusted as to bo equitable to all, without 
increasing tlie present, revenue tarffKr." 

With regard to public and other buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo bo 
))Iaccd upon an equal footing with the other cities of 
the Province. I will endcivor to visit every part of 
tlio District and will hold mootingSj of which duo no- 
tice will be given. 

And, filially, should you f.avor me with your confi- 
dence, I can assure yoii that twenty years' residence 
in tho Province— 18 of wliich have been In tho midst 
of your district — has enabled mo to fonii conclusions 
which are moro Ukely.to bo used to your advantage 
than can bo expected from any other person whoso 
interests and residence aro outside of your district.

BEFORE . THE WORKISrGMEN. 



Messrs. DAViES ' and DeCosmos ap- 
peared before tlie "Workingmen's Pro- 
tectire Association on Sloiulay. The 
evening was inclomont ; l>ut the hall 
waa crowded with ft rcsppctahlo aiul ap- 
preciative audience. Jlr. IvoUTint, 
Pi-esideut of the Association, received 
'"'^''■"'the candidates"courteously, and invited 
, . .them to speak. They complied, itr. 

PeOossios'' speech was lengthy, dis- 
'■ ' dursivo aiid wearisome. Mr. Uavik.s' 
remarks were terse and to the point. 
The last-named geutlemau impressed 
tiioso present witli his sincerity, and 
made decidedly the best impression — if 
tlio applause' with wliicll ho was fre- 
quently interrupted bo an indication. 
One could not help noting that a fool- 
ingof disappointnumt prevailed amongst 
the workiugmen at the failure of the 
Chinese Tax Bill j and it did not pass 
unnoticed that none 6£ the Ministers 
were present to explain how and why 
-.-ithe.measuro iin<l failcil. Before Mv. 
'7f ? Justice GiUY had passed upon tlio 

• measure, Ministers were as thick at 
workingmen's gatherings as gad-llie.s in 

' suuuner time ; but on i\[onday night 
tlioy wore conspiouous for their absence. 

• ''TIio Bill failed for the rea.sons fre- 

(juently statcd in The ColonL-<t. I t was 
not intended to be enforced from the 
tirst. It wa.s born to die an early and 
inglorious death. The Government 
wore insincere. They were instru- 
ments — tools, in tiio hands of the larg- 
est employers of Clliinese lalior in the 
city. The Bill was ilrawn to suit that 
class, and so over-weighted with ab.surd 
restrictions and penalties that the mo- 
ment Mr. Justice (jUAy's attention was 
called to thpm ho had no recourse but to 
knock it on the head. The bantling 
was killed outright ; and so little in- 
terest did the Attorney-General feel in 
its fate that ho did not put fortli a 
hand or wag his tongue to save hi.s 
cliilcL No point i-aised by the lawyers 
on the side of the Chinese wa.s corn- 
batted, or attempted to be combatted 
by him. And when all was over, and 
the little slaughtered innocent had 
been decently prepared for the grave 
that yawns still to receive other bad 
laws o£ the late se^ion, the Attoi ney- 
Genei'al was not present to take part in 
the obsequies. "Not a sound was 
hoard, not a funeral note." The de- 
feat of the tax has daslied tlio hopes 
of tlio workingnion — lot us hope 
but temporarily. Present failure 
should incite them to future exertion. 
"Where thero'.s a -srill there's a way," 
and instead of thoso who suffer most 
from tho presence of the Chinese in our 
midst sitting down in suekclotli and 
ashes and bewailing their discomliture, 
they .should arouse themselves and 
agitate 1 agitate 1 for the jmssage of an 
honest law that will remedy the evil of 
which tliey most ju.stly complain. To 
this moment they liave turned tlioir 
backs on real friends niul followed false 
ones. When they were told by The 
Colonist that the Bill would fail — that 
it was drawn to fail — we were accused 
by tho organ of the Government of 
■having been bought hy the Chinese 
companies. This libellous accusation was 
answered with tluit contempt which si- 
lence renders most ex])ressivc, for we 
knew that the hour of vindication was 
near. The judgment of tho Supreme 
Court bears bittall we have said against 
the Bill. Surely, the oppo.sition or 
the support of one or a score of new.-i- 
papers would not influence a judge of 
tho Supreme Court one hair'sbreadth 
in consti'uing the lawj nor could any 
amount of money paid by the Chinese 
companies for the use of the columns 
of a newspaper alter an existing con- 
stitutional fact. When wo say to a 
man that the foundations of the house m 
which he lives arc giving away, and 
that mdesa he hurries outside his life 
will be sacrificed, wo act the part of 
a friend towards that man. TV^hen we 
said to the workingmen of Victoria, 
the members for whom you throw uj) 
your caps are insincere, the Bill which 
you so much admire is uncon.stitution- 
al and void — wc sought to put them on 
their guard against a gross deception 
that was about to bo practiced upon 
them, and fo save a princi])le, for which 
we have 'oattled many years, from 
destruction. Well, what is the result ! 
Mr .Justice Gray decides tluit tiic Act is

Tho Ohlnoso Tas Bill. 



On Friday but, JMr. Juatico Cray gave 
a decision in the Suproulo Court declar- 
ing tUo Chinese Tax BUI .pj«sod-.by tho 
local legislature to bo unconstitutional and 
void. Tho learned judge referred copious- 
ly to authorities uu Intcrnatiomil Law, 
and in cnncluaion said : — 

Ltjoldiv.; at the British Columbia Act 
in tho ligiit of theso authoritios, we find, 
in the lu'.it jilaco, it goes far beyond the 
California Act, in Leo Sing v.s. NVash- 
buru, declared to be unconstitutional. 
It is not a licence to do liusim .ss; it can 
barely bo called a licence of icsidonco; 
it i.s more simply a thrco months' permit 
of existence in British Columbia. Every 
Chinese poi-son, tho tr.avollor foi: pleasure, 
for kniiwledy;e, or in view of fiit\n'o trade 
or business, conies within its jmrview. 
It is limited to no locality, atlaches at an 
ago, witlumt rofovnucc to se.\', when un- 
der the laws applicablo to other per.sons 
t!ic inaivi.l.u.l i.i n..i II. o iuu..to»- of lii^ 

own movcmouta or actions; and under 
the i'Jth Section it makes the iiuiliilitij to 
take out such licence, iunnaterial from 
what cause arising, whether from sickncs.s 
impotency, [lovorty, infancy, idiocy, or 
old ago, .-m ollbnco pnnishaMo by what, 
from caprice, miBapprolionsion, or bad 
feeling, may bo made a grinding servitude 
almost indofinito in oxtuut, and compared 
with which, tho oi'diniiry ]|)unishmouts in- 
llictod for very serious onnies would al- 
most bo a luxury. How is a Chinese in- 
fant, or fomalo barely over ; 12.: years of 
ago, to comply with this Act? By tho 
7th Section the li<piidation of Uie offenco 
is not limited to the oti'ondor'a person or 
goods, but may bo atoned for by tho 
Hoi/.uro of any other ))or.son's goods hap- 
pening to bo in his possession, or tho 
goods and chattels of the accidental occu- 
pant of tho snujo preuiiaes. Tlio act, ex- 
ceptional in its n^ituro as to one cla.ss of 
foreigners, bristles with iniprisonnient and 
hard labour, and pl.ices tho frightfid 
])ower of conviction and [lunishnioiit in 
tho hands of any Justice of tho I'eacc 
throughout thu country, at tho instance 
of a Collector whoso interest it may bo to 
gratify tho promoters of tho Act. Such 
will bo tho condition of tho omi}lnycd; 
what will bo tlie condition of tlio eniploy- 
or I liy the 8th Section "Any (Jliincso 
person who sh:ill not have in las posses- 
sion a licence lawfully issued to him, 
(tnd anij per.-iiii vliu s/uiW viiijih}!/ ttuy t'lii- 
tie.'.e person who has not in his possession 
a licence lawfully i.ssiiod to him, shall, on 
conviction thereof, forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, and in 
default uf immediate, jiainnutt the amount 
of such jienalty shall 1)0 levied by distress 
and f.alo of tho goods and chattels of tlie 
persons contravening the provisions of 
this Act, ur if suliiciout distress bo not 
found, shall bo liable to bo impriMiwd, 
vifh or ivilJtout hard labciui', foranyperiod 
not exceeding two months and imt lea 
than one. month." By tho flth Section 
"In any prosecution for the infnirtion of 
(Oil/ of tlie pruvi-iioiu oftlii^ Act, the aver- 
ment in tlie inforniaticjii that any person 
named therein had not in his possession, 
at the time of tho alleged infraction, a li- 
cence lawfully issued to him, shall be auf- 
ticiont proof that saph porsou|had not such 
licence unless the defendant shall prove 
tho contrary." AndbytheJOth Section 
jurisdiction is given to anj' Mayor, War- 
den, or iiny Justice of tlio Peace to hear 
and dctei'inine the iiiforiuatioii in a smii- 
mary manner at foi;/ lofalilij where the ac- 
cused shiJl bo found. Thii.s, a farmer in 
the urgency of a pi-essing liarvcst, a mcr- 
cant or trader in tho enicrgoncy of busi- 
ness, before he can avail liinisplf of thi>; 
sjiecies of labor or assistance, must lose 
his time, his harvest, or his opportunity 
in testing the gouuiiienoss and lawful is- 
sue of tho docuiuont, as well as tli'o iden- 
tity of the person holding it. Distancs, 
inability to prove identity, pressing 
necessity, are of no avail. Non-employ- 
ment, or tho risk of tho penalty ! ! I 
.It is a somewhat startling i)ro])o- 
sition to confound tho innocent with 
the guilty, and hold the free citizens of a j 
country rcsjionsiblo for the tricks and do- I 
faults of foreigners. j. Suclitr.'immels must 
kill all trade and intorcoiirso with the pro- 
scribed race." Intercoui-se is necessary to 
trade. Social ostrnoism the Local Legis- 
lature has no [lower to enforce. Tho iVct 
has overreached itself, lu contrast with 
tho California Act cited in Leo Sing vs. 
Washburn, the extent to which it goes is 
astounding. Secondly — From tho exam- 
ination of its enacting clauses, it is plain 
it was not intended to collect rcvonuo but 
to drive Chinese from the country, thus 
interfering at once with tho authority re- 
served to the Dominion Parliament as to 
tho regulati(jn of trade and coniiiiorce. tho 
rights of aliens, and the treaties (;f the 
empire. It interferes with tho foreign as 
well as tho internal trade of tho country, 
and in its jiracticiil cflbct would operate as 
an absolute prohibition of intercourse with 
the Chinese. '" 



authority in England as governing the 
whole Empire, but British Columbia can- 
not. Should tho Dominion Parliament 
1).'V33 an Act like that of Queensland, the 
Imperial Government might see roiisons 
to assent? to 'l^it'i; and if the uiterests of 
British Oolumbia, in the future, recpure 
legislation of that oxcoptional nature, 
which is the opinion of some practical and 
sensible men in tho country, she must 
seek and obtain it through tho pro]ier 
channel, that is by the action of tho Do- 
minion Parliament. Tho present Act is 
entirely beyond the powers of tlie Local 
Legislature, and is ihorcfore unconstitu- 
tional and void.

ViEViVA, Oct. 1. — A Constantinople 
dispatch states that Scliior AH Kahn. 
tho secret envoy of the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, is iiiHtructed to claim the 
Sultan's intervention in tho pending 
diflicult}', in order that England shall 
not declare war against Afghanistan. 

The Imperial Russian Commission 
ajipointcd to inquire into army frauds 
state that corruption and venality were 
wide spread. Four hundred ollicers, 
including forty colonels, are accused of 
irregularities. 

Vienna, Oct. 1.— The Feather Lloyd 
states the whole Hungarian Ministry 
have resigned. 

Paris, Oct. 1. — Private advices state 
that the charge d'allhirs at St. Peters- 
burg prcfiented to the Imperial Chan- 
cellory a note inquiring in what way 
Russia proposed to reconcile General 
Stolieteff's mission to Cabul with its 
provious engagements by which Ru«sia 
agreed to renounce all political influence 
in Afghanistan. The reply was to the 
effect that Ilussia was always disposed 
to respect existing engagements, and 
that the mission of General Stolieteff, 
although decided upon at a timo and 
under circumstances whioh now no 
longer existed, was merely intended as 
an act of courtesy to the Ameer of Af- 
ghanistan. 

London, Oct. 1. — A Vienna dis- 
patch says tho Government's ombarass- 
ment is extreme. The Hungarian 
Ministers declare thoy cannot provide 
tho money required as Hungary's con- 
tingent of expenses of Bosnian occupa- 
tion until tho meeting of tho delega- 
tions. Count Andras.sy desires to re- 
duce cxpon.ses by tho withdrawal of a 
groat part of the army from Bosnia; 
the military party oppose this. The 
situation is greatly strained, and its 
solution, which is expected during tho 
present wook, may perhaps involve tho 
Hungarian-Austrian Ministers. 

Berlin, Oct. 1. — Tho Nord Beuiche 
Zcifuntj (government organ) says that 
among tho amendments proposed by 
the Liberals to tho anti-Socialist bill 
which the .government cannot sanction, 
the one the least acceptable is that 
which restricts the operation of tho 
law to two and a-half years. In this 
the government organ probably ex.- 
presses the intentions entertained by 
Bismarck, who has been, threatening 
another dissolution of the Reischstag 
in tho event of an unsatisfactory result 
of the Socialist debate.
